A number of numismatic writers have remarked on these fractional 
countermarked coins. Manville in BN] Vol.70, in 2000 (p.107-111) 
concludes that all fractions are concoctions made in the early 19th 
century, he can only explain the use of genuine oval countermarks on 
these fractions by the duty mark punches for the head being available 
for silver marking at the nine silver hallmarking regional centres and 
used by workman to create fractions. Seaby in ESC in the first edition 
in 1949 includes the two reales as a fourteen pence coin and oval on 
a one real as seven pence, but it was dropped in the second edition in 
1957. Pridmore also questions the official status of these Spanish 
dollar sub divisions. The official records clearly indicate that only 
dollars were countermarked, however Kelly in Spanish Dollars argued 
that fractions in Bank accounts indicated that small coins must have 
been marked as nearly half of the day totals made show half and 
quarter dollars. Consequently the Bank added half and quarter dollars 
to make up a bag to the standard weight of 1000 ounces troy.

In 2 B.C. Augustus received the title “Pater Patriae”, an honour 
which particularly pleased him (Res Gestae, Divi Augusti 35). The 
reverse of this coin clearly represents Gaius and Lucius, his adopted 
sons, as heirs to the throne. They appear wearing the “toga virilis” 
and the spears and shields presented to them by the officers. The 
lituus and simpulum refer to the priesthoods (pontificate and augurate) 
which Augustus conferred upon them.

copper were assumed to bethe legal coins of N ew Zealand 
there was also a variety of foreign coins that circulated 
and Govenor H obson and successive G overnors recognised 
them and officially listed their values in relation to 
sterling. Allan Sutherland “N umismatic H istory of N ew 
Zealand”, (Wellington, 1941, from pages 70 - 94) listed 
and describe these coins and they included the coins of 
Spain and Spanish America, Latin American Republics, 
United States of America, France and India.

FOREIGN COINS USED IN EARLY NEW 
ZEALAND 


N ew Zealand utilised gifts and barter in its earliest forms 
of trading. Coinage was always in short supply and 
English coinage circulated to a very limited extent. The 
British coinage before 1840 consisted of a small number 
of guineas and half guineas, sovereigns and half sovereigns 
and these circulated together with 1787 shillings and 
sixpences which because of their high silver quality were 
melted down. Cartwheel copper issues of 1797 also 
circulated but because of their weight were difficult to 
carry. Consequently as white settlement became more 
itensivein N ew Zealand some other coins came into use. 
To this end Governor H obson introduced the“ Blue Book” 
in 1840 which were returns submitted to the H ouse of 
Commons.

‘Although Warrant Officer 
Peel's record as a service pilot has not been unusually long, ot is one 
of exceptional achievement and reveals highly commendable courage 
and devotion to duty whilst flying. On two particular occasions his 
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courage and ability to retain his balance and judgement under most 
adverse and disconcerting circumstances, were wholly responsible 
for saving his aircraft, crew and passengers from certain disaster. At 
Ilwakuni on 27th October 1947, Warrant Officer Peel, in very bad 
weather conditions called upon G.C.A. for assistance to land. Visibility 
was zero and the wind wa of gale strength. After two unsuccessful 
attempts to and by G.C.A. procedure, he was instructed to climb 
back to holding altitude. On the third approach, Warrant Officer 
Peel, due to his tenacity and skill, saved the aircraft and its 
complement from certain disaster. The Officer in charge of G.C.A. 
gave an incorrect instruction of final approach and only due to Peel’s 
presence of mind was the aircraft prevented from flying into the sea. 
Carrying on, and using hsi own judgement, Warrant Officer Peel 
successfully avoided a sea wall and high tension cables to make a 
safe landing. A second incident occurred at Okinawa on 16th October 
1947, in conditions of low visibility, torrential rain and in a winf of 
gale strength again necessitating a landing by G.C.A. procedure. 
H owever, on this occasion, the aircraft had to land downwind because 
the G.C.A. equipment at that time operated in only one direction. 
Warrant Officer Peel had no option other than to attempt to land, as 
his aircraft had insufficient fuel to reach the nearest alternative 
airfield, which was in China. He landed safely, a feat which won 
unstinted praise from members of the U.S.A.A.F. who witnessed it 
and appreciated that Peel’s courage and cool-headed skill alone saved 
his aircraft and complement from disaster. During his flying career 
Warrant Officer Peel has flown more than 1600 hours, 340 of which 
have been flown in the last six months. Throughout his flying he has 
shown exceptional ability, a deep sense of responsibility, and a fearless 
courage, which qualify him for a wide and generous recognition’.

This lot comes from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from 
the time of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by 
M ithradates VI of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues of 
Lysimachos whose staters with the head of Alexander the Great 
linked him to Alexander, history’s greatest conqueror. At the age of 
18, M ithradates embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of 
the lands around the Black Sea under his control. These policies 
bought him into conflict with Rome and he consequently tried to 
liberate the East from Rome and quickly defeated the local garrisons 
and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (Some 80,000 in one 
night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator. In 87 B.C. the Consul 
Sulla and five legions captured Athens and pursued M ithradates 
back to Asia Minor. M ithradates was fined 2000 talents (600,000 
gold staters) and returned to Pontus. T hese gold staters were probably 
struck during his campaign in Thrace in late 88 to early 87 B.C., to 
pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. An 
alternative view has been put forward suggesting that these coins 
were issues of Brutus in the Civil war of 44-42 B.C. (this view was 
published in Celator January 2000 [pp. 22-24]).

The Coson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the 
exiled assassin of Julius Caesar, was raising troops in northern Greece 
in preparation for the final confrontation with Caesar’s heirs M ark 
Antony and Octavian. Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this 
coinage was evidently a gift from an allied Dacian king from the 
lower Danube region. The king's name, Coson, appears on the coin 
and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram which appears on some 
issues, including this example. Coson’s coin type makes sense in terms 
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of Roman propraganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre and the wreath 
symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted Caesar’s 
assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with 
his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus himself in 
54 B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin 
kings and founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief 
magistrate. This design thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment 
to the Republican traditions.

This large and attractive coin was only Known through documentary 
evidence until the beginning of the 20th century, when several 
examples appeared during dredging of the M alacca river.
